Shepard Gets Medical Tests 


Doctors Find 
Good News 
In Reports 


GRAM) BAHAMA ISLAND (UPI)—Astronaut Alan 
B. Shepard rested today between medical examinations 
while the nation celebrated his performance in opening 
America’s gate to manned space flight. 
Doctors found welcome news in medical reports on 
Shepard. They said one big thing he proved was that 
weightlessness in space is a “non-spectacular event.” 
Shepard, here until tomorrow in 
a special hospital, was under­ 
going one of the most thorough 
medical examinations a man has 
ever received. But all indications 
were he ended his space trip Fri­ 
day in tip-top shape. 
Dr. William K. Douglas, Proj­ 
ect Mercury flight surgeon, said 
that through about five minutes of 
weightlessness Shepard’s reaction 
was “just what we expected from 
our experience with the trainer.” 
The astronaut’s pulse went up 
slightly, but well within the ex­ 
pected limit, Douglas said. “That

pulse certainly did not go up as 
far as mine would have,” he 
added. 
Officials Praise Performance 
Shepard put the first big rung 
in America’s ladder to the moon 
by rocketing up 115 miles at a top 
speed of 5,160 miles per hour. His 
Redstone rocket performed beau­ 
tifully, project officials said. 
The astronaut landed in the wa­ 
ter safely after a flight of 15 min­ 
utes. 
Shepard was to remain in a spe­ 
cial hospital on this British-owned 
island over the weekend for in­ 
tensive observation even though 
doctors said he apparently came 
through the 15-minute flight in 
perfect condition. He underwent

LONDON (UPI)—The non-Com- 
munist world hailed America’s 
launching of a man into space 
today, contrasting the openness of 
the U.S. achievement with the se­ 
crecy veiling Russia’s prior “cos­ 
monaut” claim. 
Even the Communist press con­ 
ceded that Cmdr. Alan B. Shep­ 
ard’s feat was “notable,’» but 
added that it could not compare 
with the reported orbital flight of 
Russia’s Maj. Yuri Gagarin. 
Three London dailies, the leftist 
Mirror and the conservative Ex­ 
press and Mail, all carried the 
same headline — “Boy! What a 
Ride!’’ — and the Times used the 
same line as a subhead. 
London’s 
Communist D a i l y 
Worker, which reported the day 
before the Kremlin announced its 
Gagarin claim that Russia’s first 
astronaut was in hospital recover­ 
ing from the effects of his flight, 
carried a big picture of Shepard 
under the headline “Now There 
Are Two Spacemen!” 
(The Worker retracted its story 
that a Soviet aircraft designer’s 
son was four days ahead of Ga­ 
garin in space as soon as the 
Kremlin 
published 
its 
official 
claim.) 
Praise Open Coverage 
The Mail praised the Americans 
for “letting the world listen in on 
the whole great adventure, and 
the Daily Telegraph contratulated 
the United States for showing its 
astronaut taking off and return­ 
ing. 
From Cairo, President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser cabled congratula­ 
tions to President Kennedy on the 
“success of the first attempt to 
shoot an 
American into outer 
space.”

In Paris, the newspaper Figaro 
commented that Frenchmen were 
more excited by Shepard’s flight 
than Gagarin’s,

Kennedy Asks

Buried With Full Army Honors 
Body Of Soldier Comes 
9 
After 17 Years In Lost Grave 


After lying in an unmarked 
grave on foreign soil for 17 years, 
the body of an American soldier, 
killed in battle, was finally safe at 
rest today in his own native land. 
In special solemn ceremonies 
yesterday, the Army paid its final 
tribute to Sgt. Richard 0. Mat- 
thiessen, as the remains of the 
long missing hero were interred 
with full military honors in the 
Beverly National 
Cemetery 
in 
Edgewater Park, N.J. 
Sgt Matthieseen, a member of 
Company E, 110th Infantry Regi­ 
ment, 28th Infantry Division, was 
killed during an attack on a Ger­ 
man pillbox near Oudler, Ger­ 
many, in October, 1944. He was 20 
years old at the time. 
Because Matthiesen’s body was 
never recovered following the ac­ 


tion in the Oudler sector, the 
Army listed him as missing and 
presumed dead. 
Received Word 
And in 1945, the Army so inform­ 
ed the sergeant’s grief-stricken 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. William 
C. Matthiessen, who, at the time, 
lived in Philadelphia. 
Then just three weeks ago, the 
parents, now living at 131 Farm- 
brook Drive, L e v i t t o w n , re­ 
ceived word from the Department 
of the Army that the body of 
their son had accidentally been 
uncovered by workmen in a field 
near the German city of Oudler. 
The workmen found the ser­ 
geant’s body while digging a pipe­ 
line trench near the location of the 
pillbox. It is believed that in the 
attack 
Sgt. 
Maithiescsen 
was 
struck aud killed by fragment* of 


an exploding shell which covered 
his body with loose earth. 
Explosions 
When American Army dynami­ 
ters arrived later and blew up the 
enemy 
bunker, 
the 
explosions 
threw additional dirt and debris 
over the slain soldier’s body, com­ 
pletely concealing it from view. 
The sergeant’s remains, which 
were identified by his IO tags, 
clothing and other marks by the 
Army 
Quartermaster 
Mortuary 
Service, were carefully placed in 
a special casket and brought back 
to the U.S. under military escort. 
Yesterday his body, at long last, 
was back home among his own. 
Now, after all these years of 
uncertainty, his heart * broken 
mother and father know where he

Within five minutes after hitting 
the water, Shepard was in a heli­ 
copter and on his way to the deck 
of the aircraft carrier USS Lake 
Champlain.
